LEGION  TRIAL  GROUNDS  REPORT

bulb  so  consider  this  good.

NANCY  ANN,  planted  5/25  bloomed  8/16  (83  days),  40"  tall,  20  buds,  6  open  414 
inches.  Ruffled.  Straight  heavy  spike,  broad  upright  healthy  foliage.  Excellent  facing 
and  spacing.  Believe  this  will  be  popular.  (Won  1st  at  Wisconsin  show  from  a  single 
bulb  in  bloom.) 

JOAN  PETY  planted  5/30  bloomed  8/24,  (83  days).  Height  missed,  18  buds,  7 
open  4 14  inch.  Ruffled.  Straight  heavy  spike,  similar  to  above.  Medium  upright  fol¬ 
iage.  Will  make  a  good  pink.
